New Hampshire Numismatics 


Notes shown inside front cover and above have been described in an 
earlier Nonagon but none from these banks have been pictured except a 
Santa Claus note from the IVhite Mountain Bank several years ago. The $1/ 
note shown above is from a bank which ran into financial trouble and was 
forced to liquidate. It is a very attractive note and fairly scarce. 

The Granite State Bank was formerly the Granite Bank and it became 
the Granite State National Bank in 1865* Most notes were redeemed and this 
is therefore a rare note. 

_The Belknap County Bank of Meredith was in what is now Laconia. This 
Perkins Patent plate note has same vignettes as a Lancaster Bank ifil note. 

The $3 Nashua note is also from Perkins Plate. Left vignette is an 
Indian with bow. Right, female carrying sheaf of wheat & hat. Quite scarce.
